1 read with great interest your article appearing 
in U.S. New* & WorldReport, September 5th issue, and war 
preparing to write to you, telling you how much I appreciate d 
it. It was most gratifying to recognize your awareness of the 
pronounced dm gers connected with dealing with the present 
Russian system. 


There is now a matter which 1 should like to d aw 
to your attention. In connection with the establishing of a w v, 
electronic production, also in Europe, 1 paid a visit to the rerns.i 
factory, Linde's Eismaschinen Gesellschaft, Suerth, two days LH- 
This is a very well known company, apd the largest it its field. 

As a result of my visit, I am quite at a lose to understand yunat is 
going on over there. 


As I understand the situation from the press, toe 
United States is making considerable sacrifices in its old sales 
market, for the purpose of restricting the sale of strategic mafesrin • 
and equipment to communistic countries, Naturally it is uanarstcue 
that such an action can be successful only if such material Is Ml tlir^|U 
able from other sources. From the opinion voiced by vourealf **s 
as by other officials, it seems clear the United States is fuL.y azmtts 
of the necessity for these steps, and if protecting the western e?c«MR*r 
and defence production in every possible way. 


However, 1 should like to relate to you what I saw 
my visit to Linde's Eismaschinen Gesellschaft in Germany. 
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After we had had a technical discuiiion, the Export 
Sales Manager was kind enough to show me the whole facto v. 
and proudly pointed out to me the achievements of the comeaav 
in re-building their plant, after it had been totally daetroyee bv 
allied bombardment. In the main production space he showed 
me one small "portable oxygen plant" made under the NATO 
Pact. In the lame building he showed me proudly the fantastical:! 
equipped and wonderfully well organised production line for turbot 
compressors, as well as a complete oxygen plant. The E*aort 
Sales Manager was also kind enough to explain to me that the 
whole production of the factory is going to Russia, and that thev 
were overbooked for orders for at least two to three years for 
this line. 


Every layman knows that liquid oxygen is used as a component 
in the fuel for guided missiles, and all other liquid gases a s kaci/u 
as a medium for cryogenic cooling for all airborne equipment, aa 
well as for high vacuum systems and vacuum metallurgy fo a# mi. 
conductors, and it is irreplaceable for welding and catting of a*v 
heavy military or industrial equipment. As a matter of fact, 

Linde's is known as the pioneer in the field of gas liquidation, ana 
was in very close contact; with American Linde prior to the war. 

To the man who is not directly concerned with the question of the 
policy of western defence. it might seem that there is something 
wrong in this situation. The Russians are getting an uniim ied s me ant 
of defence equipment, equal in quality to that of the Americans, am. 
are also being provided with the latest developments achieved bv 
American producers (Linda's Eismaechinen Gaselisehaft is tha a«n«r 
of a licence for West Germany for American Thermoking hJanuJa- v rmg 
Company, and several others J
